Sainsbury's wants to build the 
new Store on the vacant Ely 
Chemical Company site in Lisle 
Lane. The development could 
create more than 300 jobs, as 
well as a new customer rest- 
aurant and a 470-space car park.

District comes In 


last for recycling 


RECYCLING figures in 
East Cambridgeshire are 
the worst in the county — 
and councillors are now 
demanding a radical 
overhaul of the system. 

The recycling rate in the dist- 
rict is now just 35 per cent —a 
drop of 2 per cent from recent 
months and now the lowest in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Residents in Huntingdon- 
shire and Cambridge city re- 
cycle more than 50 per cent of 
their rubbish. 

Liberal Democrat councillors 
have described the figures as a 
“total embarrassment” and are 
calling for major changes. 

The figures took a turn for 
the worse after Conservative- 
controlled East Cam- 
bridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) scrapped the house- 
hold plastic bottle collection 
earlier this year as part of major 
cost-cutting measures. 

Tetrapak bottle banks across 
the Ely area were also removed. 

Lib Dems claim that if the 
Tories had adopted their pre- 
ferred alternate week rubbish 
collection and three-bin recycl- 
ing scheme, the council could 
have increased its recycling rate 
and saved almost £300,000 in 
the last three years. 

Cllr Ian Allen, Lib Dem 
spokesman for environment 
and transport, said: “We are 
missing national and local 
targets. 

“Ten years ago, our district 
council was top of the league in 
Cambridgeshire, now the other 
districts have far outstripped 
our efforts. 

“We must sort out this situat- 
ion as a matter of urgency, it 
cannot be allowed to go on. 
The only reason we are not 
facing huge landfill penalties is 
because the other districts are 
bailing us out.

Lib Dem leader Gareth 
Wilson said: “It is time the 
Tories accepted that they have 
made bad errors of judgment 
over the rubbish collection 
service and act quickly to put 
them right before we throw 
good money after bad.” 


However, ECDC leader Fred 
Brown insists the district’s 
recycling rate is 37 per cent. 

He said: “Nationally, politics 
are benefiting from a spirit of 
co-operation in the national 
interest — it is a shame to say 
our local Liberal Democrats 
refuse to grasp the changing 
times we live in. 


“As councillors Allen and 
Wilson are well aware through 
my meetings with them, we 
have already started the pro- 
cess of a full scale review of our 
waste services. This began in 
February with the help and 
support of the county council. 


“Concerns such as the re- 
cycling rate and waste coll- 
ections are to be tackled 
through a working group. 

“This was to meet with an 
open mind to come up with the 
solutions to help improve the 
service for our residents — the 
opposition was invited to come 
and sit on this group which 
would have been politically 
neutral. 

“Clearly, as Clir Wilson and 
Cllr Allen have already express- 
ed an opinion, we will now 
have to look at whether we can 
include their party in this 
process.” 

He added: “I just can't 
understand why they are 
talking about things we are 
already doing.”

‘Speeding’ biker 
loses payout bid 


A MAN whose leg was shattered 
when his high-powered motor- 
bike collided with a tractor has 
been told he will not receive any 


compensation. 

Businessman Nicholas Goad, from 
Littleport, suffered a fracture to his right 
leg when his 1,000cc motorbike collided 
with the tractor and trailer in Ely Road, 
Little Downham, on June 15, 2006. 

But a top judge has now ruled him “the 
author of his own misfortune”. 

Mr Goad, 41, has been left with chronic 
pain since the accident and faces the 
threat that osteomyelitis, an infection of 
the bone, could affect the limb. 

At London's High Court, Mr Goad, who 
runs a car dealership in Ely, sought six- 
figure damages from the tractor’s driver, 
Peter Butcher, and farming partnership, 
W.I. Butcher and Sons. 

But Judge Richard Seymour QC dealt 
Mr Goad’s chances a huge blow when he 
ruled he was riding too fast before the 
collision, and had only himself to blame. 

The judge said: “In the end, as it seems

to me, the sole cause of the injuries which 
Mr Goad sustained in the accident was 
his driving his motorcycle at a speed so 
fast that it was unable to stop and avoid 
the collisions with the tractor and trailer. 

“That speed was substantially in excess 
of the permitted speed for the road along 
which he was riding.” 

Mr Goad’s lawyers had argued that, 
even if he was exceeding the speed limit, 
that did not necessarily mean he was 
negligent. 

But Judge Seymour said: “Whether 
negligent or not, I am satisfied that the 
cause of the accident was the excessive 
speed at which Mr Goad was riding. 

“The cause was not any negligence on 
the part of Mr Butcher. To coin a phrase, 
the claimant was the author of his own 
misfortune.” 

Mr Goad was not in court last week to 
hear the judge conclude: “This action 
fails and is dismissed.”

Web of intrigue as | <"° 
moths set up home 


A BUSH has been 
transformed into a 
mysterious mass of 
translucent webbing 
— leaving residents 
flabbergasted. 

At first, people in Broad 
Street, Ely, thought it was a 
large spider infestation as 
the web continued to 
grow. 

But the eerie webbing 
has, in fact, been created 
by a species of moth called 
ermine moths. 

The phenomenon has 
appeared in an elderly 
resident’s back garden, 
despite the moths usually 
being more at home in the 
countryside. 

Next door neighbour 
Alexa Minett described it 
as “incredible”. 

She said: “We noticed a 
few days ago that there 
seemed to be a big spider's 
web forming over a bush 
in our elderly neighbour's 
garden. 

“But it got bigger and 
bigger and now covers 
around 12ft. 

“It spreads over both 
mine and the other neigh- 
bour’s adjoining garden.

“The result is incredible 
and after doing some 
research it is apparently 
fairly rare in this country.” 

Ermine moths spend 
hours forming the webb- 
ing to then lay thousands 
of eggs in it. 

Dr Henry Disney, an 
expert in insects and 
science at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, said the eggs will 
hatch and the moth pupae 
will then feed on the bush 
before developing into 
fully-formed moths. 

Dr Disney said: “The 
webbing the ermine 
moths create is quite 
amazing although it is 
more commonly seen in 
more isolated areas. 

“The web acts as a great 
defence against predators 
and the pupae will grow 
inside it quite safely. 

“The only problem is, 
they will chomp away at 
the bush as they develop 
so the bush will suffer. 

“The pupae grow quite 
rapidly and will soon be 
fully formed moths, leav-

Body of drug overdose 
man found in cubicle 


A MAN died of a drug over- 
dose in public toilets in the 
grounds of Ely Cathedral, an 
inquest heard. 

Justin Baker, 36, had injected 
heroin while in the Sacrist Gate 
toilet block and could have been 
dead for hours before his body was 
discovered. 

The alcohol level in his body was 
found to be more than twice the 
legal driving limit. 

Medics said the combination of 
the two had a “lethal depressive” 
effect on his respiratory system, 
causing him to die. 

Mr Baker, of Steward Close, 
Stuntney, was found slumped in a 
cubicle at 7.35am on February 7. 

An inquest into his death, held at 
Wisbech Magistrates’ Court, was 
told by Tracey Bye, a cleaner

employed by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, that the cubicle 
Mr Baker was found in had been 
‘engaged’ since about 4.45pm the 
previous day. 

At 6.15pm, when the cubicle was 
still locked, she called her boss, 
Derek Mitchell, who told her to go 
home and that he would lock the 
toilets up later. But Mr Mitchell did 
not lock the facility up that evening. 

A homeless man, Nigel 
Matthewman, found Mr Baker’s 
body at 7.35am the next day. 

Emergency services attended the 
scene and Mr Baker was pronoun- 
ced dead. 

Pc Alasdair Funge explained that 
a small plastic bag of brown tablets 


was found in Mr Baker's pocket and 
a hypodermic syringe was floating 
in the toilet bowl. 


Post mortem examinations 
found morphine and heroin in Mr 
Baker's blood. 


The inquest was told that Mr 
Baker had struggled with depress- 
ion since his brother died in a road 
accident and that he had tried to 
commit suicide by taking drug 
overdoses on two previous 
occasions. 


But William Morris, coroner for 
North and East Cambridgeshire, 
said there was not enough 
evidence to suggest Mr Baker 
purposely took his own life. 

The cause of death was confirm- 
ed as opiate and ethanol toxicity 
and it was recorded Mr Baker died 
of alcohol and drug abuse.

INSPIRED by best-selling video 
games series Prince Of Persia: The 
Sands Of Time is a rollicking 
escapade which marries gorgeous 
Moroccan locations with state-of- 
the-art visual effects. 

The storyline of Mike Newell's big 
budget adventure incorporates a 
romantic subplot to appeal to 
female audiences who might 
otherwise give this testosterone- 
heavy romp a wide berth. 

The casting of a buffed up Jake 
Gyllenhaal in the lead role will also 
prove a draw as the Oscar- 
nominated star of Brokeback 
Mountain casts aside his indie 
credentials to throw himself into 
the melee of this mindless popcorn 
fodder. 

Physically, he is more than a 
match for any protracted fight 
sequence in Boaz Yakin, Doug Miro 
and Carlo Bernard’s predictable 
script and he nails the British 
accent of his gung-ho hero. 
However, there’s no emotional 


content and the flirtation with ballsy 
co-star Gemma Arterton remains 
suitably chaste. 

A brief prologue establishes the 
lineage of King Sharaman (Pickup) 
with a visit to a Persian 
marketplace, where the monarch 
picks a street urchin called Dastan 
to become his surrogate son. 
Fifteen years later, rugged Dastan 
(Gyllenhaal) joins his brothers Tus 
(Coyle) and Garsiv (Kebbel) as 
they head for a fortress controlled 
by Princess Tamina (Arterton), 
which is rumoured to be the 
source of weapons for the King’s 
enemies. 

During the assault on the city 


defences, Dastan unwittingly 
acquires a mythical dagger -— a 
powerful gift from the Gods which 
allows the holder to reverse the 
flow of time. 
He is then framed for the murder of 
his beloved father and forced to 
flee for his life with Tamina in tow. 
Spurred on by their nefarious uncle 
Nizam (Kingsley), Tus and jealous 
sibling Garsiv vow to slay Dastan in 
revenge for their father’s murder. 
Meanwhile, the outlaws encounter 
ostrich racing supremo Amar 
(Molina) and realise that the only 
way to unmask the real killer is to 
manipulate the dagger and turn 
back time.

Scottish Highlands. 

Many plants in unheated 
greenhouses, such as tender

“The big problem for the 
domestic gardener is if you 
have an unheated greenhouse 
which has big fluctuations in 
temperature, it’s a nightmare 
for plants.

He advises gardeners to 
install a heater in a greenhouse

fluctuation. 

For those who still have seed 
trays on their windowsills 
indoors, it may be worth 
leaving pricking out a bit 
longer, until the weather has 
warmed up a bit. 

Tender veg such as 
tomatoes, green beans and 
courgettes need to remain 
indoors until the end of the 
month, or early next month if 
the cold snap continues, as 
they are extremely susceptible 
to frost. 

If your veg are outgrowing 
their plug plant pots, simply 
transplant them into larger 
pots until it is safe to plant 
them outside. 

Warm the soil where you are 
sowing seeds with sheets of 
clear plastic to help them 
along. 

For those who have lost a lot 
of their summer bedding to the 
frost, it’s worth direct sowing 
hardy annuals outdoors. 
There's a huge variety of 
cornfield annuals including 
mixtures of poppies, 
cornflowers and other meadow 
varieties which will provide you 
with plenty of colour outdoors. 


Keep direct sowing outdoors 
successionally, one batch in 
mid-May and another in early 
June, to extend the flowering 
season. Many seed mixtures go 
from seedlings to flowers in 
eight to 10 weeks. 

The coldest winter for 30 
years means that many 
established perennials will take 
longer to get going again, but 
be patient because they will 
come back. 

Also, seeds which you have 
planted in the soil outside will 
take longer to germinate. 

Wilson says: “The frosts 
haven't been particularly deep 
so it won't have been cold 
enough to damage seeds in the 
ground. Seeds which haven't 
germinated are probably going 
to be okay but will come 
through later than usual. 

“The good news is it’s not so 
late that more seeds can't be 
sown. Just sow another batch. 
Successional sowing will 
prolong the flowering season.” 

Seedlings which have 
already been transplanted into 
the garden may survive if 
there's reasonable cover in cold 
frames or under horticultural

fleece, but you may lose some. 
If the seedlings are large 
enough, you can pinch out the 
damaged growth and they may 
still survive. 

Shrubs of borderline 
hardiness which have survived 
previous mild winters may 
have been damaged this year. 
Plants such as Choisya ternata, 
Pittosporum tobira, lemon 
verbena, Chilean glory flower 
and wisteria may suffer but 
they may not have died. 

Wilson advises: “With shrubs 
such as choisya, prune out the 
damaged wood after flowering 
and keep your fingers crossed 
that it grows back.” 

If you think a shrub has died, 
scratch the bark away from the 


stem at the base and you 
should see healthy green, 
flexible wood underneath. 
Prune it by following the 
damaged wood back until you 
find new growth. 


The blossom on fruit trees 
such as apples, pears, apricots 
and plums may have been 
frost-damaged, which means 
there will be slightly less fruit 
being set, but this should be 
tempered by the fact that we've 
had an incredible spring for 
blossom. 


“Everything will be a bit later 
this year but if we get along, 
hot, dry summer, nature 
should balance it out,” Wilson 
adds.

London calls 
for Peacock 


WITH the countdown to London 2012 
ticking ever closer, Jonathan Peacock 
was this week facing the biggest test of 
his fledgling career to date. 

The Chatteris teenager competed at 
the BT Paralympic World Cup in 
Manchester and came up against 
legendary disability sprinter Oscar 
Pistorius — the man dubbed ‘the blade 
runner’. 

The 23-year-old South African 
attracted large-scale media attention 
during his quest to compete in both the 
Olympic Games as well as the 
Paralympics. 

Pistorius won the T44 100m in 
11.33sec, with Peacock fifth in 12.23, but 
Peacock said: “The London 2012 Games I 
see as a once in a lifetime opportunity. 
It’s my focus both long and short term 
and it is the one competition I would just 
love to compete at. 

“Even if I recorded my worst time ever, 
even if it was the worst I perform at any 
event in my career and I finish last, I 
think I will still say that just competing in 
London will be the highlight of my 
career. 

“In terms of the overall experience in 
Manchester, it’s really important to me to 
be competing in this competition. 

“T’ve only been involved in the sport 
for a year, so it really is just about getting 
the experience of competing at a big 
event. 

“It's great to be running against athletes 


like Oscar Pistorius just because of who he
